Offerman, Ga., July 7.—Three 
Men and two negroes killed, one 
man and one negro injured is the 
of a severe thunder and lightning 
here today. 

The men were all employed in the con- 
Struction department of the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and 
Were stretching wire when struck by 
Mghtiuing. The construction force was 
working in two sections about 5 miles 
G@part. Three white men were killed and 
one injured in one section, two negroes 
Killed and one iniured in the other. 

One lightning bolt killed the five and tn- 
jured the two. The white men killed 
were; 

M. C. HAWKINS. 

F. B. SLUDER. 

A. H. RYMER, al) of Alexander, N. C. 

The former two are single men: the 
latter has a wife and ten children in Alex- 
ander. Their bodies are being prepared 
for shipment. 

Two gangs were at work constructing 
& new telephone line between Savannah 
and Jacksonville. One gang was located 
at Little Satilla river, 2 miles from 
Screven, and the other gang located near 
Patterson, 18 miles east of Waycross. 


“Two negroes were killed and two wound-’ 


ed from the Patterson gang and three 
killed and one wounded from the gang 
located at Tittle Satilla river. The men 


had quit work in the early afternoon on 


account of rain and had just commenced 
putting up wires again when lightning 
struck wires at 4:30 o’¢lock. 

It 18 supposed that the same shock 
killed the men on both gangs. Those 
killed at Patterson were Tom Mitchell, 
colored, of Valdosta, and Will Culbert, 
colored. R. W. Smith, white, was 
wounded seriously in the back and in- 
ternally. B. Boykin, white, of South 
Carolina, was badly shocked, but will 
Tecover. 

When the shock came Smith and Boy- 
kin were on top of the pole. Smith fell 
to ‘the ground, a distance of 2 feet. 
Boykin falling across the wires, was pre- 
vented from falling to the ground. Four 
men were at the foot of the pole han- 
dling the wires. The shock killed two 
instantly and knocked the other two 
senseless. A. W. Smith lives 7 miles 
from Rome, Ga. 

At Little Satilla river the killed were 
F. B. Sluder, single, white, of North 
Carolina; M. C. Hawkins, single, white, 
and A. H. Rymer, white. D. B. Brad- 
field, of Atlanta, badly shocked: will 
recover. The men had just begun work 
like the Patterson gang when the shock 
came.

Gov- 
ernor Yates, in reply, at once sent a let- 
ter to Sheriff Baxter in which he says: 

“You deny that you advised any one to 
leave your county, and assert that you 
have done and are now doing all] that is 
necessary to protect life and property 
and personal rights. I sincerely nope 
your statements are correct. and that 
the report of the assistant adjutant gen- 
eral was erroneous, but, # put it very 
mildly, there are several things which 
indicate that you certainly have falien 
short of your ful] duty In this matter. 
You seem to have been relying some- 
what upon the United States deputy mar- 
shal to perform some of your duties, and 
utterly failed to respond to my request 
that you locate some of the parties that 
have left and invite tnem to return, with 
assurance that you will protect them. My 
demand upon you in this particular was 
explicit, and I shall not make it again. 
but proceed to communicate with those 
parties myself, as rapidly as I can lo- 
cate them. Very truty yours, 

“RICHARD YATES.”’ 

The governor also received a letter 
today from Presidént Allston, of the 
Industrial institute at. Eldorado. con- 
firming the reports of violence against 
the colored people of Eldorado. Alston 
writes from Metropolis, DTlls.;.and states 
there have been acts of violence against 
cqlored people of Eldorado for the past 
four or five months. He says that ow- 
ing to mob violence the contemplated sale 
of the property on May 29 was pre- 
vented, and that he and his wife are now 
in Metropolis, where the colored popu- 
lation is very strong, because they felt 
their lives were in danger as long as 
they remained in Eldorado.

Father Cushing Lodges Com-

CUSHING ALLEGES MEYER 
FAILED TO PROTECT HIM 


Priest Says He Was Jailed by Ital- 
ians in Retaliation for New 
Orleans Lynchings—Bishop 
Matz Is Also 
Accused. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 7.—The first 
Official caller on President Roosevelt at 
Sagamore Hill since his arrival here was 
Rev. John Hay Cushing, a Catholic 
priest, of Denver, Colo., who went there 
today to fllea coanatabat egeinst Ambas- 
sador Mever, at Rome. 

Mr. Cushing claims that he and twenty- 
eight other priests were driven out” of 
the Denver diocese by Bishop Matz, for 
no other reason than their failure to vote 
for him for the bishopric. He said he 
was the fourth to go. Protests were gent 
to Rome and later the twenty-nine 
priests, as well as Bishop Matz, went 
there to state their case before the vati- 
can. The fight has continued without 
success ever since 1888. 

In 1901 Bishop Matz is alleged to have 
had Mr, Cushing arrested in Rome for 
forcing himself into his presence, and it 
is said Cushing was put in jail by the 
Italian authorities, who openly admitted 
that it was in retaliation for the lynch- 
ing of Italians at New Orleans. ' He 
claims he was treated to great indign!- 
tles, and that Ambassador Meyer and 
Consul de Castro were negligent in pro- 
tecting him as an American citizen. 

Mr. Cushing claims further that 
three New York men furnished Bishop 
Matz with $30,000 with which to fight the 
priests in their claim to restoration to 
ecclesiastica] functions. When Mr. Cush- 
ing called the president was not at home, 
but he left certaig papers and will return 
here on Thursday.

The sudden suspension of customary 
operations by the freight handlers to@ay 
oceasioned considerable trouble in and 
about the various railroad warehouses 
and depots, but the inconvenience and de- 
lay were but a drop in the bucket to what 
will -happen tomorrow and iater in the 
week if the stri'te should not be settled 
sooner. 

To adq to the present difficulties of the 
railroads the Teamsters and Truck 
Drivers’ Union threatens to join in a 
sympathetic strike. If this shall occur it 
will affect all: incoming and outgoing 
freight of every kind. Every railroad in 
Chicago today accepted all freight offer- 
ed. While it was confessed by several 
rajlroad offielals that freight was not 
being moved as expeditiously as hereto- 
fore, yet it was said the largest part of 
it was being handled reasonably well. 

The various freight houseg and yards, 
however, disclosed a considerable ac- 
cumulation of unmoved freight and cars 
loaded with freight. A portion of it 
marked ‘‘perishable’’ filled the side 
tracks of all the ralflroads. 

Anticipating the possibilities of such a 
strike, the railroad companies had 
brought to Chicago a considerable num- 
ber of men to take the places of thie 
strikers. These men were intercepted ‘ly 
rickets of the strikers and most of them 
were induced to join the Freight Hand- 
lers’ Union. 

Nine Thousand Men Out. 

of 9,000 freight handlers 
in Chicago was called today, and 
every freight house of the twenty- 
four raflroads concerned is practically 
tied up. Business men fear that the strike 
will be the most serious which has af- 
fected their interests in years.

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KILLS HIS WIFE 
AND HER FRIEND 


Enraged Husband Then Sends 
Bullet Through His Own 
Brain, 


MURDERER ENTERS FLAT 
IN HIS WIFE’S ABSENCE 


As Soon as She Returned with Her 
Friend He Began Shooting. 
Desperate Struggle Be- 
tween the. Men Over 
the Pistol. 
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New York, July 7.—Karl von Boeck- 
man shot and killed his “multe, fatally 
wounded O..F. Farwell, a friend of His 
family, and then sent a bullet through 
his own head today. 

The shooting occurred at the home of 
Mrs. Von Boeckmann in the upper part 
of Manhattan. A sister of the dead 
woman sald Von Boeckmann had served 
eighteen months for burglary in a Mas- 
sachusetts prison.and that in the mean- 
time his wife had put two of their five 
children in an institution, allowed an- 
other to be adopted and supported Serself 
and the other two. 

A few months o Von Boeckmann 
went to live with his wife in tHe flat 
where the shooting occurred today, ‘but 
the man took to drink, it is said, and 
treated his wife so badly that she caused 
his arrest. He was sentenced to im- 
prisonment, but today returne® and got 
into the flat while his wife was out. 

She heard of the visit and got, Farwell 
to ask the police what could be done. He 
returned to the flat after receiving a 
promise that an_ officer would be sent 
to investigate. While Farwell was In 
the flat Von Boeckmann returned and 
began. shooting, Farwell fought, with 
him to get the pistol, but was overpow- 
ered and shot twice. Then Von Boeck- 
mann went close to his wife and shot 
her through the head. Then he put a 
bullet in his own head. Physicians say 
neither of the men can live. 
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NEW YORK NAVY YARD WINS 


One of New Battle Ships Will Be 
Constructed There. 
Washington, July 7.—Secretary Moody 
today, after consultation with his bureau 
chiefs, gave orders that one of the bat- 
tle ships authorized at the last session 
of congress be constructed at the New 


York navy yards. 

The secretary’ was under strong pres- 
sure in this matter. Besides New York, 
Norfolk and Boston were strong com- 


petitors for the work. 
The secretary found that two years 


would be required to bring the plant at 
the Boston. yard up to a point where 
it could undertake the work, and the 
amount authorized would be insufficient 
there. 

At Norfolk, which made a better show- 
ing than Boston in figures, principally 
owing to the fact that labor is cheap- 
er and the work could go on in the open 
air all the year round, it was discover- 
ed that the freight charges on the raw 
material from the iron mills to the navy 
yard were about 10 per cent more than 
in the case of the New York yard, and 
in a ship weighing between 10,00 and 15,- 
000 tons this increased cost would be 
considerable. Also, in the case of Nor- 
folk it was feared that the demands 
for labor at the navy yard would have 
to be met from the private ship bulia- 
ing works in Virginia, and the result 
would be to seriously retard the prog- 
ress of work at those yards upon gov- 
ernment ships.

In the course of the discussion two 
speeches were made, one by Councilman 
Howell, of the seventh ward, and one by 
Alderman Woodward, of the south side. 
They; both opposed granting concessions 
and both declared the present depot site 
to be inadequate. — 

Councilman Howell declared that Mr. 
Gitbert’s plans were a fraud and that no 
sensible man could understand how he 
could build an adequate depot upon the 
present site. He declared that there 
were numbers of architects in Georgia 
who could make plans for the depot just 
as g00d as those presented by Mr. Gil- 
bert. He sgid Mr. Gilbert was going 
down into the earth and up into the 
air, taking in property that did not be- 
long to the state and destroying the value 
of two of the city’s most important 
bridges. He thought council had tem- 
porized long enough and should ask the 
railroad commission to force the rail- 
roads to furnish Atlanta with proper de- 
pot facilities.

Census Bulletins Issyed on Texas, 
. Tennessee and Louisiana. 

Washington; July 7.—Im the census year 
of 1900. according to a bulletin issued to- 
day by the census bureau, the value of 
farm lands and ‘farm property in Texas 
amounted to $962,486,273. There were 362,- 
199 ‘farms in the state covering an area 
of 125,807,017 acres, or about 80 per cent 
of the total area of the state. Of the 
total value ‘of the farming interests, thé 
farm land’ themselves were represented 
as worth $595,560,802; the improvements 
$100,222,811; implements and machinery, 
$30,125,705, and live stock $240,576,955. The 
value of animal products for the year 
1899 amounted to $166,970,711 and of crops 
$72,852,583. The total’value of farm prod- 
ucts: for 1899 exceeds that for 1889 by 
$128,123,814, or 114 per cent, but a part of 
this gain is attributed to a more detail- 
ed enumeration fn 1900 than in 1890. 

The bulletin further shows the average 
size of Texas farms to be 357 acres, b 
only a little more than 15 per cent of th 
farm land is improved. The largest body 
of land in the state classed as a‘farm em- 
braces 450,000 acres. Of. the farm lands 
of the state 65,472 acres were héld by ne- 
groes. The total yalue of the land in the 
state devoted to live stock is $391,788,647 
and of land devoted. to cotton,- tne next 
most important agricultural interest, $381,-

stock of a prominent firm. . 

Chairman Job, of the state board of ar- 
bitration, said today that he would make 
every possible effort to bring about peace 
between the men and their- employers. 

Mayor Harrison had planned to go ona 
vacation, but said today that if the strike 
was not settled he would remain in the 
city. 

The men on strike include foremen, 
check, receiving and delivery clerks, 
callers, sealers, weighmasters, coopers, 
stevedores and elevator men. 

Two wagon loads of new men werc 
taken to. the Illinois Central warehouse 
under police guard during the afternoon. 
It is believed that all of the Chicago and 
Northwestern -men left-their work. Offi- 
cials of the Pennsylvania claimed that of 
the 300 men employed by them only 20 
walked out and-that six of these have re- 
turned, 

Manager Brown Talks. 

W. C. Brown, general manager of the 
Lake Shore and Micttigan Southern, said 
to the Associated Press: 

‘“‘About 80 per cerit of our men went out. 
The remainder, ‘with additional help, 
which we have hired, are handling our 
business as well as could be expected. Our 
business is not tied up, and will not be.” 

J. T. Harahan, second vice president of 
the Illinois Central, said that about half 
of his company’s 40 men had struck, but 
that he “had men close at hand to take 
their places.” Mr...Harahan said. he 
thought the strike could have been avoid- 
ed if the men had been willing to consult 
with the roads through their own com- 
mittees instead of' through.their union. 

It was reported tonight that the Illinois 
Central will bring 400 men from the south 
to take the places -of strikers. Other 
roads were said to be taking minor 
measures by bringing men in from the 
country districts or other cities on their 
system. 

Chairman Job, of the ‘state board of 
health, said to the Associated Press: “‘I 
have sent letters to the managers of 
twenty-four. roads affected and President 
Curran, of. the freight handlers, offering 


the services af the board in attempting 


to bring about a settlement. So far I have 
received no reply-ffrom:any of them.” . 
Strike on Sotthern' Pacific. 

Houston, Tex., July 7.—Five hundred 
and fifty employees of"the: Southern Pa- 
cific shops at Houston walked out today 
on the refusal of the company to grant 
them an increase of 10 per cent in their 
wages. The matter has been under dis- 
cussion since the first of the year and 
many conférences have been held. : 

The company first offered\10 cents a day 
increase and afterwards 6 per cent in- 
crease for all men who were not receiv- 
ing more than $3.20 per day, but this was 
refused by the men, who based their de- 
mands on concessions made to the shop 
men at Algiers some months ago by the 
company. 

Negroes Being Hired. 

Bloomington, Ills., July 7.—Railroads 
are rushing section men into Chicago 
to take the places of striking freight 
handlers. The Chicago and Alton sent 
fifty, mostly colored, from this city on 
a special train tonight. More are being 
sent for. 

Advance Is Granted. 

Sioux City, Iowa, July 7.—As a result 
of the conference between representa- 
tives of the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis and Omah Railroad Company and of 
the boiler makers, machinists and help- 
ers employed by the company, an ad- 
vance of 25 cents a day in wages has 
been granted. 


Strike Off at Providence. 
Providence, R. I., July 7.—The motor- 
men and conduetors:of the United Trac- 
tion Company here today returned to 
work after q strike of two months’ dura- 
tion. The railroad officials will not dis- 
place those taken on during the strike,

FLOODS CAUSE | 


GREAT DAMAGE 


Portion of New York State 
Has Been Devastated by 
Cloudbursts.. - 


TRACKS OF THE RAILWAYS 


HAVE BEEN WASHED AWAY |} 


Scores of Bridges Are Gone and 
Crops Have Been Destroyed. 
So Far No Loss of 
Life Has Been 
Reported. 


Rochester, N. ¥., July 7.—News fromy~ 


the flood devastated districts in this sec- 
tion of the state is coming in slowly. A 
cloudburst struck Medina Saturday night 
and early Sunday morning doing great 
damage. Today wreckage is piled up along 
waterways which have been dried up for 
a month. Lightning destroyed barng at 
Shelby and other points north of Medina. 
Lightning struck the house of George 
Benns, southwest of Medina, wrecking 
it and: burying the family in the’ debris. 
A boy was taken out of the ruins so bad- 
ly injured that it is doubtful if he will 
live, Between Medina and Middleport the 
railroad track is washed away in several 
places and al] trains abandoned. 
_The Genesee river, which at this time 
of the year is but a mere raceway, is to- 
day a raging torrent. Great quantities 
of drift wood and trees are coming down. 
From up river points come reports that 
the lowlands are under water and that 
the flood is as high or even higher than 
ever known during any spring freshet. 
The cloudbursts have interfered with rail- 
road traffic on the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg railroad and the Western New 
York division of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem. Neither system was able to get 
trains out today. 
. Highest Ever Known. 

From Churchville come reports that 
Black creek is the highest known, even in 
spring freshets. It is out of its channel 
and causing great damage to growing 
crops along its banks. Hundreds of acres 
of peas, corn, beans and potatoes, sugar 
beets and the other crops are under 
water and ruined. The dam at Byron is 
reported broken and the creek is still 
rising at a great rate. 

Honeoye ‘reports six bridges, including 
an iron structure, on Mill creek, washed 
away and heavy damage to crops. 

Penn Yan says that many thousands of 
dollars’ damage has been done to resi- 
dences along the course of the creek 
flowing through Hammondsport ahd cat- 
tle were rescued from flooded pastures 
with great difficulty. Mount Morris re- 
ports the Genesee at that point easily 
2 feet higher than the best previous rec- 
ord at any time of the year. Early yes- 
terday it broke through its banks east 
of the village and has ruined thousands 
of dollars’ worth of crops on the fertile 
flats below here. Many fine farms have 
been entirely ruined. 

Nunda reports the greatest flood in the 
history of that section. The state foot 
bridge over Kishiqua creek has been 


|washed away and the town is in ddrk- 


ness. Large flelds of growing crops have 


“Béen washed away, ground and all. Dat- 


ton has also suffered greatly. Portage- 


ville, Pike, Lamont, Roseberg, Fil)more’ 


and many other towns have been under 
water since Saturday morning The farmg 
all about Portageville are laid waste and 
ro field crops can be saved. Houseg, barns 
and live stock are being swept down ‘the 


river. 
Tracks Washed Away. 


The tracks of the Pennsylvania ‘are 
washed away and a new road bed will 
have to be laid at many places before 
trains can be moved. 

Pike reports the loss of a large iron 
bridge, the postoffice building, Powers’ 
store and opera house, a meat market, 
cheese factory, drug store, two dwelling 
houses and the village warehouse, 

At Lamont the mill dam has gone out, 
washing away a bridge. ‘Large numbers 
of dead cattle were seen floating down 
the river during the day. 

Stafford reports heavy damage from 
the flood. The embankments of Godfrey 
pond, a large sheet of water owned by 
the New York Central railroad and which 
furnishes its large stand pipes at Byron, 
was unable to stand the strain and with 
a roar heard for miles the large mass of 
water departed on itg destructive course, 
carrying bridges and everything movable 
before it. ; 

Middleport reports all dams swept away 
in Johnsons creek, with damage of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars and all 
business ig at a standstill. The_crop dam- 
age is also considcrable. Five bridges in 
the town are gone, 

Bliss reports the iron bridge of the Butf- 
falo, Rochester ang Pittsburg over Wiscoy 
creek gone, leaving a gap of 75 feet; also 
that some 2,000 or 3,000-feet of the bank 
are washed out from under the track 
from 2 to 20 feet deep between here and 
Eagle, and nearly every small bridge and 
cattle pass from here to Hardys is gone. 
Four of the five large iron bridges on the 
highways in this town are in the creek. 
Every iron bridge between here and Pike, 
eight in number, is down, almost every 
small bridge and aiuice ig gone and high- 
ways are torn up, making trave} impos- 
sible. 

Business Is Paralyzed. 

Canandaigua, N. Y., July 7.—Phe sic- 
cession of cloudbursts which Visited on 
Saturday afternoon and Sunday morning 
the section of country lying about the 
heag of Canadaigua lake, caused dam- 
age roughly estimated at $100,000. 

Within a very few minutes after Satur- 
day’g storm began .all the ravines that 
cleve the mountain became raging tor- 
rents. Driftwood at numerous stone 
bridges or culverts gave way and the 
large volume of water swept down the 
valley, carrying everything before’ it. 
Houses, barns and other outbuildings, to- 
gether with their contents, inctuding live 
stock, were swept into the lake and hun- 
dreds of acres of valuable’ vineyards, 
growing crops and gardens were swept 
away. The storm has paralyzed businesg 
in the entjre region.

TRAIL OF TRACY 
LOST IN WOODS 


After Murdering Several Men

Receiver Is Named for One of His 


CONCERN OWES $9,000,000 


That Is the Allegation Made in the

Receivership. 


Trenton, N. J., July 7.—Judge Kirkpat- 

rick, of the United States circuit court, 
today appointed George D. Hallock, of 
Plainfield, N. J., receiver of the Bay State 
Gas Company of New Jerséy. This is the 
company that was organized by J. Ed- 
ward Addicks and others for the purpose 
of controlling the Boston Gas Light Com- 
pany, the Roxbury Gas Light Company, 
the South Boston Gas Light Company and 
the Bay State Gas Company of Boston. 
, The application for a receiver was made 
by Frank L. Day & Co., of New York, 
who hold $160,000 worth of bonds of the 
syndicate. Day claims that the syndicate 
has defaulted in the payment of interest 
on the -.bonds; it owes interest of $278,- 
897, and owes the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany $10,000. 

It is charged that the syndicate permit- 
ted the four companies named to create a 
floating indebtedness of $333,000 and that 
the total Liabilities of the Bay State Gas 
Company of New Jersey is upwards of 
$9,000,000. The only security the New Jer- 
sey company has is the stock it holds‘in 
the four companies named and these, it 
is charged, have not paid any dividends 
for the past two years. 


TURNED DOWN BY COLOMBIA 


Government Rejects the Proposals 
Made by Vargas Santos. / 

Washington, July 7.—The Colombian 
government hag rejected the counter pro- 
posals made by Vargas Santos, one of 
the rebel leaders, in response to proposals 
of the government offering a general am- 
nesty to persons who have taken an ac- 
tive part in the rebellion on the condition 
that they surrender and cease further hos- 
tilities. 

These counter proposals were submitted 
to Colombia through Minister Concha at 
this capital.. They contemplated the as- 
sumption by Colombia of the debts in- 
curred by Santos to foreign countries to 
carry on the revolution, and the appoint- 
ment of ‘“‘liberal’’ governors for four of 
the departments of the republic.

AMERICANS-AND BRITONS 
-EXCEEDINGLY INDIGNANT 


Alleged That Cubans Put Housetown 
in a Strait Jacket, Threw Him 
Into a Cell and Left Him 
To Die Without 
Help. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 7.—The Amerti- 
can and British residents of this place 
are indignant at the alleged brutal treat- 
ment at one of the hospitals here of a 
Scotchman named William Housetown, 
who died, as asserted, of alcoholism Sun- 
day morning. Housetown was a dry 
goods clerk here, a man of good family 
and not an habitual drunkard. 

He is alleged to have drunk to excess 
during the recent celebrations held here 
and last Saturday became delirious. A 


friend took him to the hospital and left 


him there. That night Housetown be- 
came violent; he was put into a strait- 
jacket, thrown into a cel] and left with- 
out attendance and the next morning he 
was dead. No treatment whatever bya 
given bim. 

This is the second case of this nature 
which has resulted in death within the 
last month. The other qase was that of 
an American named Cooper, who wa3 
taken to the hospital suffering from de- 
lirlum tremens. He was refused admis- 
sion and taken to the jail, where he died 
in a few hours,

SOON TO CROWN KING EDWARD 


Ceremony Will Be Performed Be- 


tween August 11 and August 18. 

London, July 7.—King Edward will be 
crowned between August 11 and August 
15, His recovery has been so rapid and 
satisfactory that the above decision was 
arrived at today. No official announce- 
ment of the fact has yet been made. The 
pageant through the streets and the cer- 
emony at Westminster abvey will be much 
curtailed from the original plan. Their 
majesties will drive from Buckingham 
palace to the abbey through the Mall, 
to Whitehall and thence to the abbey, 
the same route as taken at the opening 
of parliament. 

King Edward passed a favorable day 
and the ‘verbal report given out tonight 
Was that his majesty is still doing well. 

The use by the prince of Wales of the 
word “recovery”’ when he referred to the 
king’s progress at the inauguration of the 
Raphael nurses’ home, of Guys hospital, 
this afternoon, is regarded in many quar- 
ters as indicating that the royal family 
considers the king’s case most hopefully.

Says the Party Was for Nicaragua 
in 1900; but Panama Is 
Best Now.

Little Rock, Ark., July 7.—United States 


‘Senator James K. Jones.passed through 


here yesterday en route to Hope, Hemp- 
stead county. A letiér from him explain- 
ing his vote for ‘the Panama canal 
measure was made public today. He says 
in part: 

“IT was not ub ndful of the fact that 
the platform in ~decilared for the 
Nicaragua canal. I reported that plat- 
form, and voted for. it. At that time 
there was but one route presented—Nica- 
ragua. Because it was Nicaragua, or 
nothing then before us. When the French 
people found that we were determined to 
build a canal, they saw the difficulty 
they would have in getting money enough 
to build the Panama canal at the same 
time, so they made up their minds to get 
out of the Way. So, when the oppor- 
tunity was offered us to select the 
Panama route, I was decidedly in favor 
of selecting it. I believe that democracy 
stands for what is best for the country, 
not only in politics, but in the matter of 
candlis. Nicaragua was the best thing 
in 1900, and Panama is now.”’ 
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NO EVIDENCE BY GARDENER 


That Military Was Hostile to Civil 
Authority. 

Manila, July 7.—The taking of testi- 
mony by the board appointed to inquire 
into the charges of cruelty, etc., brought 
by Major Cornelius Gardener, govern- 
or of Tayabas province, against Ameri- 
can officers and soldiers, closed today. 
Major Gardener declined to produce tes- 
timo showing that the military had 
been hostile to the civil authorities, say- 
ing that such evidence was not available 
and he would leave the charge unproved. 
The question of: permitting argument 1s 
to be determined tomorrow. 

The courtmartial which is trying Cap- 
tain James A. Ryan, of the Fifteenth 
cavalry, on the charge of having been 
unnecessarily severe with the natives of 
the province where he was stationed, has 
decided to exclude.portions of . Judge 
Rhodes’ report, which forms: the basis of 
the charges against the officer, as not 
bearing on the specific charges against 
the captain. Judge Rhodes then was ex- 
cused and Captain Ryan was called and 
began the defense. of his conduct in ad- 
ministering Jiminez, Mindanao. 


MOROS PLANNED AN AMBUSH 


But the Americans Were Warned and 
Anticipated the Attack. 
Manila, July 7.—A large body of Moros 
from Masieu, island of Mindanao, armed 
with twenty-one rifles, recently planned 
to ambush a pack train of the Lake 
Lanao column, but the Americans were 
Warned in time: and anticipated the at- 
tack. One shell from a mountain gun dis- 

persed the Moros.

He Extols the Valor of the British

Pretoria, July 7.—Lord Kitchener's 
valedictory to the tro: ps, dated June 25,. 
after extolling the conduct of the British 
soldiers in the face of great hardships 
and difficulties and against dangerous 
and elusive antagonists, commends the 
kindly and humane spirit displayed in all 
ranks, and concludes as follows: 

“This message would be incomplete 
were no reference made to the soldierly 
qualities displayed throughout the cam- 
paign by our quondam enemies and ‘the 
admirabft spirit displayed in carrying out 
the surrender. Many of those who con- 
tended until ihe end have expressed the 
hope that they may have, in the future, 
an opportunity to serve side by side 
with his majesty’s forces.’’ 


SULTAN GREETS AMERICANS 


He Receives United States Minister 
Leishman and Family. 
Constantinople, July 7.—John G. A. 
Leishman, United States minister to 
Turkey; Mrs. Leishman and their two 
daughters; Spencer Eddy, secretary of 
legation, and A. A. Gargiulo, interpreter 
to the United States legation, dined at the 
Yildiz palace yesterday, and were subse- 
quently received in audience by the sul- 
tan. The visitors attended an operi per- 
formance at the palace.. The sultan pre- 
sented Mr. Leishman with a souvenir of 
the visit; to Mrs. Leishman he gave the 
grand cordon of the Order of Nichan-I- 
Chefakat, and to the minister’s daughters 
he presented the decorations of the sec- 

ond and third class of the same order. 


DIVIDING UP THE MARKET 


Standard Oil Trust and Yussian Com- 
pany -cake a Deal. 

Berlin, July 7.—The Boersenhalles of 
Hamburg publishes a dispatch from St. 
Petersburg today which says the Stan- 
dard Oil Company-and the Russian Oil 
Company have signed a contract dividing 
the British market, two-thirds going to 
the Standard and one-third to the Rus- 
sian company. The correspordent of The 
Boersenhalles asserts that similar con- 
tracts in connection with other countri¢s 
are being arranged, and he asserts that 
Germany will be partitioned.

© Littlefield, of Maine, and Will 
Wage War on the Trusts 
in Defiance of ..|

Washington, July 7.—(Speciai.)—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's sudden affection for 
Representative Littlefield, of Maine, and 
the alliance they have formed to ‘do 
things’’ to the trusts is the political sen- 
sation of the hour. Representative Lit- 
tlefield is practically a new figure in na- 
tional politics, although since he came 
to congress he has forced the public, eye 
to turn upon him. 

The president loves a brave, coura- 
geous man,.and one who has convictions 
and is not afraid to fight to maintain 
them, even against heavy odds. Such a 
man is Mr. Littlefield. He has p keswtte 
rapidly in the estimation of public men 
within a comparatively, short period, and 
today he stands on open terms in point 
of ability, sound judgment and patriotism 
with any man who may be mentioned in 
congress. 

A Remarkable Feature. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
Roosevelt-Littlefteld combination is the 
fact, that Mr. Littlefield was the actual 
leader of the anti-Cuban reciprocity force 
in the house. It was his generalship 
against the combined administration 
leaderg that defeated the measure so 
dear to the presidential. heart. Some of 
the old leaders in the party stand aghast 
at the suggestion that the president could 
pass them by and take up with Mr. Lit- 
tlefield in the contest he has vowed to 
wage against the trusts, 

It makes some of the veterang, green 
with envy to know that Mr. LitUefield 
was the first public man invited to the 
presidential home at Oyster Bay, to con- 
fer with the president on the great Iis- 
sue of the coming campaign. Mr. Lit- 
tlefield has been designated to frame a 
bill which is intended to overcome all of 
the evasions and shortcomings of existing 
anti-trust legislation. 

In this connection it is said that the 
president now realizes that he was be- 
trayed by some of the veterans leaders of 
the party during the recent session of 
congress and he ig willing and anxious 
to lead in a crusade to depose them and 
replace them with young, progressive and 
loyal men of the Littlefield brand. This 
gives rise to serious talk about the forma- 
tion of a Roosevelt party, with young men 
in command, 


War on Hanna. 


As Mr. Littlefield’s bill, which is to be 
the president's bill, to check the trusts, 
is the reverse of what Senator Hanna 
stands for,.it is easy to see that-some- 
body is trying to precipitate a fight in- 
side the republican ranks. The- Roosevelt 
faction would have to meet the Hanna 
faction next session on the question of 
the ship subsidy bill in order to be con- 
sistent as.to the trusts and Mr. Hanna 
and Mr, Payne are cemmitted to carry 
through this bill. 

It has been suggested here that the 
president is taking the chance that he 
will be generally indorsed in the big 
republican states and that he will be able 
to dictate terms when congress meets 
again. If there is an open war between 
the president and Senator Hanna some 
people here look to the choice by the 
president of the Nicaragua route for the 
canal instead of the Panama route. Mr. 
Roosevelt, it is said, would be too good 


a politician to select the ‘‘Hanna route,’ | 


and thus connect the Ohio senator with 
the greatest enterprise of the age. 


TURNERBUND 


CONVENTION 


Session Was Marked by Many Heated 
Discussions. 

Davenport, Iowa, Wuly 7.—The second 
day of the national convention of the 
North American Turnerbund was 
marked today by many heated discus- 
sions. Three hours were spent in dis- 
cussing the question of admission of 
women to membership. The proposition 
made it optional with the societies to 
admit. women and to receive them on 
passes from other societies, but it was 
defeated—183 to 154. 

An important place was given in the 
proceedings today to the resolutions urg- 
ing the exemption of Turner property 
from taxation, the proposition being 
favored by. many eastern delegates in 
whose states much turner property is 
exempt. The yp radical element from 
the west came In with a counter resolu- 
tion declaring for the taxation of all so. 
ciety and church property. The radicals 
earried the day, the resdlution favoring 
the taxation of church property being 
adopted. 

It was decided not to Hola the next na- 
tional turnfest until 1905, 

With great enthusiasm 'the bund adopt- 
ed a resolution favoring free text books. 
Pittsburg secured the next business con- 
vention in 1904. Indianapolis continues as 
the business headquarters, 


Evicting the Irish Tenants. 

Dublin, July 7.—The sheriff and a large 
body of police visited’ the estates of Lord 
de Freyne, at Loughlin, Rossimonne 
county, today to enforce writs which Lord 
de Freyne had caused to be issued against 
tenants who were in arrears with their 
rentals.

AFRO-AMERICAN EDITORS 
LET DRIVE AT THE SOUTH 


St. Paul, Minn., July 7.—The national 
Afro-American Press Association con- 
vened here today for its twenty-third ses- 
sion. President Cyrus Field Adams, as- 
sistant register of the United States treas- 
ury, presented his annual address at to- 
night’s session. Of an incident that ex- 
cited much comment, President Adams 
said: ~ 

“Doubtless President Roosevelt knew 
what he was doing when he invited Book- 
er Washington to dine at the white house. 
Of course, the southern people did not 
like it; they do not like to see the Afro- 
American treated as a ).uman being, but 
the Hindoo idea of caste.ought not to 
prevail in the United States.~ President 
Roosevelt believes that he may invite a 
clean, respectable man of any race to dins 
with him without defilement.”’

And in Favor*of Treasurer Cochran 
and His Bondsmen. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 7.—(Special.)—

Six Tablets Were Given to the Boy 
Before the Mistake Was Dis- 
covered —Drive Against 
Time for Doctor, hut 
Too Late. 


Albany, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—Palae- 
mon Janes, the 7-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jesse Janes, who live 11 miles east 
of Albany, died in this city yesterday 
afternoon from the effects of morphine 
poisoning. The drug was administered in 
consequence of a mixing of boxes contain- 
ing different drugs, the mistake having 
been made by the lad’s grandfather, G. 
A. Janes. 

Palaemon Janes was brought to Albany 
on Saturday for medical attention and 
the physician whom his parents consult- 
ed directed that he be given calomel tab- 
lets. The latter were furnished by the 
sick boy’s grandfather, who lives near 
the plantation on which Jesse Janes 
farms. The tablets were taken from a 
medicine chest in which were several 
boxes containing preparations in tablet, 
form, and through an unfortunate error 
morphine was administered in place Qf 
calomel. Six of the tablets were given 
before the boy’s parents discovered the 
mistake. 

The boy was brought to Albany with all 
possible dispatch, Mr. Janes driving one 
horse nearly to death and being obliged 
to substitute another while still} several 
Miles from town. The boy died in cona- 
vulsiong late yesterday afternoon. 

The parents and grandfather of the de- 
ceased child are prostrated with grief.

Gainesville, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—The 
past Fourth of July was a happy one for 
Brenau college.

A 
committee was appointed to see every 
young man in the cfty and ask his co- 
operation in the matter. ‘There has al- 
Ways been the most thorough sympathy 
between the young men of Gainesville 
and the management of the school. They 
never give any trouble, and at stated in- 
tervals gre invited to the college and 
everything possible is done for their en- 
tertainment and pleasure. 

Almost every young man in-the city 
is represented on the subscription list, 
which was presented to the college a 
few days since.

_ DISTINGUISHED SONS. | 


He Held Many State Offices—He 
Was a Confederate Veteran and 
an ex-Vongreseman. 


Greenville, 6 C., July 7.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Wiliam Hayne Perry, one of South 
Carolina’s distinguished sons, died this 
afternoon at 6:30 o'clock at his country 
home, “Sans Souci,” 3 miles from Green- 
ville. He had been in feeble health for 
the past severej| years of his life. 

Colonel Perry was the son and eldest 
child of the late Governor Benjamin F. 
Perry. He was born in Greenville, June 
9, 1839, and graduated from Furman uni- 
versity in 1856. He continued to study at 
the South Carolina college and later at 
Harvard, receiving the degree of B. A. 
from that institution In 1859. He then 
pursued the study of law with his father, 
who was afterwards governor of the 
state, and was admitted to the bar in 


1861. , 

At the outbreak of the civil war, he 
enlisted in the Second South Carolina 
cavalry. He served four years, first in 
Virginia and later was transferred to 
this state, being promoted to rank of 
first Heutenant, and surrendered with 
Johnston at Greensboro. 

When peace was declared he continued 
the pursuit of his profession with his 
father. He was chosen solicitor of the 
eighth district in 1868. He was a dele- 
gate to the reconstruction convention of 
1865, and was one of the most active in 
promoting and advising the reforming of 
the state laws which then took place. 

In 1880 he was elected by a large ma- 
jority as state senator from this county. 
In 1884 he was elected to represent the 
fourth congressional district of South 
Carolina. He was twice reelected to con- 
gress, and declined a fourth election in 
the fall of 1890. Since the expiration of 
his term in 1891, he had led a retired life, 
passing his time at his country’ home.

Private Bone, of Fourth Un'- 
ted States Infantry, At- 
tempts Suicide.. 


MADE EFFORT EN ROUTE 
JO AN INSANE HOSPITAL 


He Tied Belt from Around His Waist 
Atout His Neck and Was 
Working Hrantically far 
Strangulation When 
Detected. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 7.—(Special) 
Jesse W. Bone, a private of the Fourth 
United States infantry, attempted sul- 
cide today while en route to the gov- 
ernment hospital for insane at Wash- 
ington. Private Bone is a member of 
company F and recently returr®d from 
three years’ active service in the Philip- 
pines. é 

He was in the charge of First Sergeant 
Harry P. Gross. The Alabma Great 
Southern train had just left Fort Payne, 
Ala., for Chattanooga when Bone re- 
moved the leather belt he wore about his 
waist and buckled it around his throat. 
He made it as tight as possible and his 
frantic efforts to complete the process of 
strangulation attracted the attention of 
the sergeant. 

When discovered Bone’s face was 
puffed and swollen from the excess of 
clogged blood and the strain against the 
belt, he having attached it to the win- 
dow fastening and thrown his weight in 
the opposite direction. Sergeant Gross 
released the man from his position and 
removed the belt, which was taken from 
him altogether. 


Bone had fever in the Philippines and‘ 


his nervous system gave way, unbalanc- 
ing his mind. 

He went all through the Cuban war and 
saw much service in the Indian cam- 
paigns. In all his career he was never 
wounded and always served with credit 
and honor. During his service in the 
Philippines he was seized with the fever 
and suffered from the other tormenting 
diseases peculiar to that clime. After 
his return to this country his present af- 


| fliction developed and no progress being 


made in the Fort Clark hospital he was 
ordered to Washington. 

He made several attempts while in the 
hospital to end his life by swallowing 
a large salt-cellar, jamming a Steel pin 
into his temple and cutting his throat 


-with broken glass.

The assessment for 
the year 1901, ag taken from the tax 
books, for the entire county, was $16,- 
767,450, of which $13,287,220 was on city 
property, leaving $3,422,320 for the coun- 
ty outside the city. Is not this in itself 
a@ good reason why you should be will- 
ing to pay for paving around the court 
heusea? 

“The court house beongs as much to the 
people of the eity as to those outside of 
the city. It is the pride and property of 
the whole county. [f a paved street in 
front of it benefits it more than a dirt 
street, then all the people share in the 
benefit. I do not know whether it is 
law, but it is certainly right and just 
that the county should take care of the 
roads leading to the court house, and this 
is one of those streets. 

“Probably you did not think of {t at 
the time, but don’t you think the county 
is setting a bad example to individual 
property owners when ijt refuses to pay 
an assessment for paving the streets? 

“If this assessmént against the county 
is illegal, why did you make a payment 
on it? If wrong to pay the balance due, 
was it not wrong to make a payment 
on it? 

“I know that you will remember that 
due notice was given you far in advance 
of the paving, but no word of protest wag 
uttered, but on the other hand you paid 
part of the asséssment when the paving 
was completed, and now, after three 
years of silence, you refuse to pay the 
balance.,’’

TAFT’S NOTE TO THE VATICAN 


It Is Being Examined by Committee 
of Cardinals. 

Rome, July 7.—A member of the com- 
mittee of cardinals which {fs examining 
the propositions submitted to the vatican 
authorities by Judge Taft, governor of 
the Philippine ftslands, with regard to 
religious affairs in the archipelAgo, has 
officially informed Bishop O'Gorman, of 
Stoux Falls, S. Dak., who is a member 
of Judge Taft’s party, that the commit- 
tee expects to be able to reply to Judge 
Taft's propositions, submitted July 3, by 
next Thursday night. 

The vatican is priding itself upon the 
expedition with which this business is 
being done on its side. 

The note to be given by the vatican to 
Judge Taft will, as did Judge Taft's note 
to the vatican, contain a sort of contract 
with clauses of agreement to ‘be signea 
by both parties,

"EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Mr. Haden’s Fourth of July Speech. 


On July 4 last: Charles J.i Haden, of this |- 


city, delivered. an address before the 
Daughters of fe American Revolution 
at the Carnegie library on “The South in 
he Revolution,” and the. address was 
so repléte with patriotic éloquence and 
important information bearing upon the 
part which this immediate section play- 
ed in the bloody drama of hostilities that 
it calls for some more than an ordinary 
newspaper notice. 

Without disparaging the contributions 
made by other sections, Mr. Haden un- 
dertook to show that the contributions 
made by the south were in the highest 
degree essential to the cause of Amer- 
ican independence, Concerning the effect 
of Patrick Henry's eloquence in welding 
the colonies together, he said: . 

“Anterior to 1770 the-colonies were 
thoroughly disunited. Between the Puri- 
tan of Massachusetts, the Dutchman of 
New York, the Quaker of Pennsylvania, 
the English Catholic: of Maryland and 
the English Protestant of Virginia there 
was nothing in. common. * * * Con- 
fronted by these conditions, independence 
seemed hopeless. Samuel Adams, of Bos- 
ton, with great persistence and ability, 
had urged a closer fraternity, and Benja- 
min Franklin, of Philadelphia, with the 
skill of a scholar and the astuteness of 
a statesman, had reasoned to the same 
purpose. but with no better success. 
One day a young man in Virginia arose 
in the house of burgesses and made a 
spech in. behalf of union and of war. 
Never has that speech been equaled on 
this continent. Patrick Henry, with his 
burning enthusiasm, did more in an hour 
than the policy-of the British govern- 
ment and the arguments of: Adams and 
Franklin had been able to accomplish 
through a series of years. He said: 


‘Our brethren are already in. the. field. ‘“ 
This was dramatic fiction, but the. effect 


was like magic. It awoke the sleeping 
pride of Virginia. He continued, and 
his words combined the awe of the 
oracle and the wisdom of the prophet: 
‘The next gale that sweeps from the 
north will bring to our .ears the clash 
of resounding .arms,’ This speech was 
like a torch on the windward side of a 
dry prairie. Herfy became for the time 
like ‘an immortal voice.’ As if upon 
the vibrations of the air, it traveled 
northward across the, Potomac, across 
across the Susquehanna, across the Dela- 
ware, across the Hudson and *re- 
verberating among the’ rocks of 
New England, it thrilled the boys 
of the Berkshire hills, They rallied 
around grand old Jéhn Stark at Benning- 
ton and crushed the British and the 
hired Hesstans with an awful blow; and 
the echo returning, as if on the wings of 
the wind, back over the Hudson and the 
Delaware and the Susquetianna and the 
Potomac, did bring to their ears the 
clash of resounding arms. Patrick Henry 
seized these disconnected fragments of 
Iron, and with the hammer of Vulcan 
welded them into an Indissoluble unit.” 

Mr. Haden went on to narrate other 
impressive incidents inAthe career of the 
great revolutionary patriot. Summing up 
his estimate of what Patrick Henry was 
worth to the revolution, he said: 

“I am confident that any careful read- 
er of history who will review the annals 
of that period will reach the same: con- 
clusion that I havé reached: that except 
for Patrick Henry the revolution would 
have been postponed many years, if not 
indefinitely. Even the ablest of the pa- 
triots were advising delay, while British 
troops were being massed tn America. It 
was only a few years fiater that: the 
French people were thrown into a con- 
dition rendering them: powerless to give 
us the aid without which our success 
would have been extremely doubtful. 
Above: all other ‘men,!.the honor of the 
beginning of the American revolution is 
due to Patrick Henry}! the Virginian. 
Whenever I pronounce his name it is 
with uncovered head and in reverence, 
The knight-errant of the revolution, the 
firebrand of liberty, whtseé voice, Ike the 
bugle call of Marmion, was worth a 
thousand men.” 

Mr. Haden spoke at length of the great 
field movements and operations which 


took place in this section, and he made’ 


it plain that in the writing of history the 
south had not been given the credit to 
which she was entitled. This was be- 
cause the south had entrusted the writing 
of history to other séctions, being too 
busy to write it hersélf. In conclusion, 
he spoke of the Fourth of July as the 
day on which the union between puritan 
and cavalier should -be cemented the 
closer. Besides displaying marked fa- 
miliarity with the revolutionary period of 
American history, the speech of Mr. 
Haden sounded the high note of elo- 
quence, and without the least suggestion 
of svread-@agleism was an oratorical 
gem.

Much Work in Prospect for Criminal 
Courts. 

Jackson, Miss., July 7.—(Specia).)—Mis- 
sissippi has been unusually prolific of 
killings during the past week, and a large 
number of likely candidates for the hang- 
man's noose were jailed to awalt circuit 
court sessions. Following is a summary 
of the principal crimes committed: 

Joa Cole shot and killed Gilbert Wal- 
ker, a negro, in the Hebron neighbor- 
hood, Lawrence county. 

Leah Alexander, a negress, killed by 
her lover, James Hooker, near Lexington. 
The weapon used was a fence picket. 

Criminal assault on Mrs. C. Robin- 
son by a young white man named Short, 
et Iuka. Fatled to accomplish his pur- 
pose and was jailed. 

Neely Manuel mortally wounded Hanson 
Buckley near Eddsville. Bullet from pis- 
tol struck Buckley in abdomen. 

Jake Lampkin, a negro boy about 2® 
years of age, shot 4 negress named Daisy 
Davis at Sturgis. Boy claims kflling was 
accidental, but evidence shows it was 
committed in a fit of jealousy. 

Ben Matthews, a negro convict, killed 
on the Sunflower farm while trying to 
escape from guard. 

Charles Evans, 6-year-old boy, accident- 
ally killed in Grenada county while play- 
irg with his father’s pistol. 

Lewis Bennett slew a companion named 
Anderson Laws on the Bush place near 
Grenada. The weapon used was a club.

Many of The Constigution’s older read- 
ers have known_honest Peter Lynch and

No At- 
lanta merchant in his line of business 
has a larger circle of friends and cus- 
tomers than Peter Lynch—‘Old Rell-

When a man continues to advertise 
every day in a newspaper for. thirty-four 
years it is unnecessary to say that he 
found the paper at all times a satisfac- 
tory advertising medium. Peter Lynch 
had many competitors here, but the 


great majority—hundreds of them —are | 


forgotten.- Théy thought that they could 
get. along without advertising, and in 
the course of time the community 
showed that it could get along without 
such short- sighted ‘Dusinese men. 


The fifth de of a series, ‘entitled 
“Atlanta’s. War Days,’ had a good deal 
to say about Governor Joseph E. Brown, 
and the younger readers of The Consti- 
tution have asked me many questions. 

“Did you ever hear him as a lawyer?’* 
asked a young attorney yesterday. 

“Only in two cases,’’ was my reply. 

‘How did he impress you?’ 

“As one of the coolest, clearest-headed, 
readiest of the lawyers of his day. I 
heard him Wefore the courtmartial here 
in reconstruction times, when he repre- 
sented the government in the prosecution 
of the Columbus. prisoners, charged 
with the assassination of George W. 
Ashburn, a republican member of the 
constitutional convention. 

The prisoners were defended by Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, Martin J. Crawford, 
J. M. Smith, J. M. Ramsay, L. J. Gar- 
trell, H. L. Benning and R. J. Moses. 

The tria} dragged along for days and 
the. distinguished lawyers for the de- 
fense, having’ the people of Georgia to 
back them with their sympathy ahd ap- 
proval, were disposed to stretch their 
privileges to the utmost limit. 

They tried to rattle Governor Brown, 
irritate him and confuse him, 
through it all he stood like a statue, cold, 
self-possessed and immovable. He never 
lost sight of his object in the examina- 
tion and cross-examination of witnesses, 
and at no time did he exhibit the slight- 
est temper. 

The trial was adjourned upon the res- 
toration of civil authority, and the pris- 
oners were released. This was the re- 
sult expected and desired by Brown, 
who accepted the role of prosecuting at- 
torney simply to prevent some extreme 
partisan from filling it, and possibly 
rushing the prisoners to a hasty convic- 
tion apd a cruel punishment. 

His course was misunderstood, and 
made him many enemies, but before his 
death he was fully exonerated by R. J. 
Moses and also by Genera} Meade, who 
had employed him. 

I saw him again representing the state 
in the prosecution of E. B. Jimmoney, 
a republican politician from Loutsiana, 
who had shot and killed Mr. Richardson, 
a republican member of the constitution- 
al convention of 1368. 

At the commitment trial Jimmoney 
was defended by L. J. Glenn and L. J. 
Gartrell. They spoke with great free- 
dom, doing their best to annoy Governor. 
Brown, who was then unpopular with 
the democratic masses 

But their efforts: were fruitiéss. Brown 
was there for business, and not for a 
row. 
interruptions he did not show it. His 
face was serene and impassive. His 
voice never trembled with excitement. 

He stood there like an fron machine, 
and it was impossible to check or break 
him down. 

In the court house he did not try to 
be eloquent. He stuck to the law and the 
facts, and his arguments always had 
great weight with sensible jurors. It 
struck me then that some of our most 
eloquent and successful advocates were 
a little nervous when they met Brown in 
a big case. He. was never nervous— 
never excited—never angry. 

Jimmoney was acquitted In the supe- 


\sior court, but I am not certain that.

The Cotton Crop Situation. 


Editor Constitution: Please allow me to 
submit the following points, which it is my 
desire through every ¢oncelvable means to 
bring before the -farmers of our falr south- 
land so that they may profit by the scarcity 
of cotton, which appears to be a certainty 
for the coming season. 

If our farmers profit by the increase price, 
the destruction of the cotton crop will not 
make any materia] difference. It is a ques- 
tion of price and not of quantity, but the 
tillers of the soil must be forewarned or’ 
the profits that would accrue to them will 
fall into the hands of others. Every farmer 
should hold his cotton, for all indications point 
to @ short crop west of the Mississippi river. 
The boll weevils and other insects are doing 
great damage. They appeared in forty coun- 
ties jast year in the state of Texas and they 
@ppear in sixty-five this year. Boll weevils 
have advanced within 70 miles of the Mis- 
eissippi, 

If we can receive here in the farming belt 
regular and frequent rains it is now poasible 
to make a good crop, but such rains are highly 
improbable. Even an average crop can’t 
supply the world’s demand for the following 
year. ‘There is no moisture in the ground, 
therefore showers of any kind will not answer 
for @ cotton crop. The entire country is 
short of the staple. I can now platniy see the 
following year will fall about twe millions 
below the estimate of the world’s great de- 
mand. You will note that this statement is 
based upon the United States making equally 
as good a crop as last year. You can recall 
the acreage from the department of agricul- 
ture, and you will find a great” decrease. 
East of the Mississippi is where this condi- 
tion exists, and there is where the growing 
crop is mostly affected today. With no old 
cotton and a scarcity of the new the farmer’s 
cotton in his own ware houses should bring 
10 cents per peund. The followthe static~- 
tics of the production of cotton for the past 
six years will give the situation in a nut- 
shell;

Light on a Domestic Problem. 


Editor Constitutton: In your issue of July 
3, under subject of ‘‘The Negfo’s Wnearned 
Suffrage,’’ you touch upon a matter that hag 
aseumed the proportions of a problem, when 
you say “if a way could be found to shut 
off the back door leaks of white men’s 
kitchens {n the south for two weeks we are 
pretty sure that some hundreds of thousands 
of negroes would starve to death before the 
end of the fortnight.’’ ' 

To the heade of families it ts indeed a 
problem to devise a means of preventing those 
cooks from stealing. enou provisions to feed 
one or more members of their families, If 
they have no children or husbands to feed, 
there is generally one or more “mormon ° 
elders’’ at the back gate, ready to escort 
them home .and. be refreshed with a lunch 
as a reward. The lady of the house can only 
prevent it by standing in the cook room untf} 
the food is cooked and carried to the table; 
while this conduct soon causes the cook to 
seek another employer who is less watchful. 
Now the public has but little patience with @ 
critic, unless that critic can suggest a remedy 
for the evil. I can think ‘of no remegy for’ 
this incubus in the country except for the 
housewife to do her own cooking. But for 
the towne and cities it appears to me that « 
practical remedy ean be found. Ags hotels 
prepare food for the traveling public, it seems 
to me that restaurants could prepare food 
and send it to families. One restaurant, in-

County Oficers To Advocate Fou 
Year Terms of Office

BY PISTOL BALL 


Dead Body of J. C. Bennett 
Jhy Found in Grant Park 


Coroner’s Jury Says Act Was Suicide. 
No Cause Assigned and Rela- 
tives Believe the Death 
Was Accidental—Bullet 
Entered Right Temple. 


Reclining in a cool, shady spot, close to 
Bethesda spring, in Grant park, near the 
Park avenue entrance, J. C. Bennett, Jr., 
30 years of age, yesterday morning sent a 
pistol bullet crashing through his brain 
and ended his life. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that the act was suicide. No cause has 
yet been assigned, however, and his rela- 
tives are of the opjnion that his death was 
due to an accident. . 

The pistol is of 38-caliber, Smith & 
Wesson. ft is of the hammerless type, 
and pearl handled. The ball entered the 
right temple, passed through the head, 
and lodged just beneath the skin on the 
left temple. . Death is supposed to have 
resulted instantly. 

The fact that no reason is known why 
Bennett should desire to end his life and, 
also, that the pistol was hammerless, is 
the basis of the opinion that the killing 
was accidental. Bennett is said to have 
been jovial and in good spirits yesterday 
morning, and no one has been found 
who heard him threaten to take his 
life.

Letters can be registered at the front 
door of any and every residence in the 
city of Atlanta. There is no need and nas 
been none during the past year of any 
one walking all the way to the postoffice 
to get registered letters, for the carrier 
who brings to the door the daily mail 
has authority to receive registered let- 
ters and give receipts in return. 

“It is a pecullar thing,’ said genial 
Postmaster Blodgett yesterday, ‘‘that the 
people do not take greater advan- 
tage of this regulation of the post- 
office department, which is without doubt 
one of the greatest conveniences the de- 
partment has ever inaugurated for the 
benefit of the mailing public,

o83 persons took advantage of this con- 
venience and registered. letters with the 
carriers last year? Now, that is an 
amazingly small number of letters to be 
registered at home for a city the size of 
Atlanta.

Many prominent Meth- 
odists, both ministers and laymen, have 
been mentioned as likely men for the 
place, but it is practically certain’ that 
Rev. James E. Dickey, pastor of Grace 
church, Atlanta, wil} be chosen president 
of the college, as was stated by The 
Constitution two weeks ago. Rev. Mr. 
Dickey is an A. B..graduate of the col- 
lege of theclass of 1891. For several 
years he held the professorship of his- 
tory and political economy and while con- 
nected with the college was held in the 
highest esteem by his coworkers on the 
faculty and by the student body. 

Those who speak of him for the presi- 
dency say that he is a man in every way 
capable to fil] the position, being a man 
of sound learning, deep piety and excel- 
Jent executive ability. 

Laymen Are Suggested. 

While it is practically a certainty that 
Mr. Dickey will be tendered the place, yet

‘comes in a dispatch from Oxford, Ga. It

Second Hottest Day ef the Month 
Came Yesterday. 


MERCURY JUMPED UP TO 97.6 


Indications for Today Give Hope, as 
Thunder Showers Are Expected 
Which Will Cool the Air 
and Bring Relief. 


Old Sol went on a rampage yesterday 
and kept shooting hot: air into Atlanta 
until the mercury ran up to 97.6 degrees 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. This was 
the hottest day, except one, since the Ist 
of July. On July 2 the quicksilver mount- 
ed up to 98 degrees. 

Although yesterday was the second hot- 
test day in the month, it did not seem 
s0 oppressive as Sunday, when 9% de- 
grees was the maximum temperature. 
One reason which accounts for this ap- 
parent discrepancy is the fact that on 
Sunday, during the most heated hours 
of the day, there was practically no 
breeze blowing, and the heat was for 
this reason all the more intense. 

On yesterday cooling breqges during a 
greater part of the day served to miti- 
gate the heat, and the suffering was not 
nearly so great. 

The weather record published in The 
‘Constitution Monday was not secured 
from the official thermometer and was in- 
accurate. “The instrument used, it devél- 
ops, was out of ord«) and was 4 degrees 
higher than the actual temperature. 

In point of fact, actual temperature is 
seldom an accurate gauge to how people 
| feel. Sunday being a day of rest, people 
had more opportunity to think about 
their personal feelings, and the ther- 
mometer was an absorbing topic of con- 
versation. 

Still, yesterday was hot enough for the 
most cold-blooded individual in Atlanta. 
At 3 o’clock in the morning, the coolest 
time of the day, the mercury registered 
76 degrees. At 6 o'clock it also showed 
76 degrees. At 7 o'clock it took: a jump 
of 1 degree. At 8 o’elock it went to 81 
degrees. At 9 o'clock it had moved up 
four notches, making it 85 degrees. At 
10 o’clock still 4 more degrees were add- 
ed. At 11 o’clock 92 degrees was indi- 
cated. Twelve o'clock showed 94 degrees. 
One-half of a degree was added at 1 
o’clock. When 2:30 o’clock had arrived 
96.8 degrees was shown. At 3 o'clock 
the maximum for the day, 97.6 degrees, 
had been reached. After that hour the 
quicksilver gradually took a tumble. 

The highest temperature for the month 
thus far was 98 degrees, on July 2... The 
temperature for yesterday was just 4-12 
of a degree less. 

The indication for today is showers. If 
it rains, the temperature ought to be 
greatly modified, but the weather man 
can hold out no positive assurance that 
niin is to be expected.

There was little change in 
prices thereafter. The market closed dull, 
with prices net 3 to 9 points lower. Total 
gales were estimated at 50,000 bales. Port 
receipts were exceptionally light, while there 
was some increase in the export movement.

New York, July 7.—The depressed condi- 
tion of the cotton market today is ‘believed to 
have been occasioned by the usual aftermatn 
following such a _ prolonged holiday. Spec- 
ulation was devoid of color or sentiment at the 
opening, prices being nearly the same as last 
Thursday's closing bids. Offerings after the 
first few sales found fewer takers at the high 
prices and the quotations were reduced about 
10 points, whereupon the bulls became about 
optimistic in their ideas and with ‘the assist- 
ance of a few foreign orders they succeeded in 
reviving the interest which had been lost 
in the early trading. It is needless to assert 
that the reported rains had their effect on 
the early market and were in a measure re- 
sponsible for the apathetic attitude assumed 
in the bull. quarters. August advanced 5 to 
6 points over Thursday's closing prices, drop- 
ped 10 points, later gained'5 points but 
slumped off during the last hour a couple 
of points. Notwithstanding the low condi- 
tion issued by the government bureau office, 
it is believed by the average cotton factor, as 
well as the farmers who are in a better posi- 
tion to judge tthe outcome, that with good 
rains within the next week or ten days the 
plant will be greatly benefited. The prevailing 
warm weather will of course have to be taken 
into consideration as a factor in the dete- 
rioration of cotton, but it will not affect the 
plant as much as_ reports would indicate. 
It is not generally known that the crop this 
year was planted about two weeks late, and 
that the stalk has not fully germinated, there- 
fore we believe that heavy rains will bring 
it out to very nearly. its normal stand.

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CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, July 7.—Following early easiness 
the grain markets rallied today on reports of 
additiona] rains in the west, September wheat 
closing !'%@I%c and September corn %c up, 
while September oats closed unchanged. July 
corn shorts bid the tied-up option to 84%c, 
but got little corn for their pains. Provisions 
closed |[O0@22'%c higher. 

At the opening wheat sold freely on the 

good weather of the days when the board 
was closed. The stuff seemed to come from 
all sources, St. Louis interests being promi- 
nent. Under this pressure the price of Sep- 
tember went from 73%@73%c, the high point 
at the opening, to 72%c. Here the pressure 
from sellers eased up and the market held 
steady for a time. Later reports of general 
rains in the west stirred up excitement again 
and shorts ran the market up to 74c. The 
close was firm %@%c over Thursday's close at 
73%ec. Local receipts—three days—were 98 
cars, 9 of contract grade. Minneapolis for four 
days and Duluth for three days reported 958 
cars, making a total for the three points of 
1,056 cars. World's shipments were 6,560,- 
OOO bushels. Seaboard clearances in heat 
and flour were equal to 657,000 bushels for 
the past three days. Primary receipts for 
three days were 1,333,000 bushels, against 
1.065.000 for the corresponding period a-year 
ago. 
There was heavy selling of September corn 
early on the improvement in the weather map 
While this option was weak, thowever, May 
and December ‘were firm. Later September 
steadied on the ,rain reports and reacted upon 
fairly active buying, chiefly for the short ac- 
count. This option sold between 61@62%c 
and closed %c up at 62c. July corn, whgch is 
controlled absolutely by a coterie of spetu- 
lators, had a fit of hysterics for a very slight 
cause. There was little trade in the delivery, 
and such as there was was in the smallest 
possible lots. The ‘market opened unchanged 
to 2%c up at 77 to 79%c, remained neglected 
around the top of this range most of the 
forenoon. The advices of rains, however, 
frightened a few shorts with small lines 
to cover and they ran the price up to 84%c 
before their wants were geatisfied. July closed 
7c up at 864c. The incident is of importance 
only as furnishing further evidence of what 
the controlling party can do if it wishes with 
those who are short of July. So far 4s can 
be learned, the big shorts have pot covered. 
This may have been done by individuals, how- 
ever, without the public learning of the facts, 
Meanwhile this delivery is liable to execute 
wild fluctuations every time some belated short 
tries to cover a‘(5,000 or 10,000 lot, as*was-the 
case today. Local receipts for the three days 
were 355 cars. 

Oats were “‘sick’’ early, getting 1%@l%c 
under Thursday, but the far months recovered 
late in the day on the corn strength and pre- 
dicted showers. July clcsed Ic lower in sym- 
pathy with a drop in cash prices. Opening 
trades were over a wide range, and while 
the flurry lasted selling was carried on with 
a rush. This was chiefly due to the !mproved 
weather of Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 
The rains today and yesterday, with -predic- 
tions of more, caused buying later and a little 
recovery, shorts coming in freely. The easi- 
ness of the cash market, however, worked 
against such advances as were secured in 
wheat and corn, September sold between 34%

Preliminary Orgnization Effected. 
Working Committee Appointed To 
Make Investigations—Other 
News of Railways and 
Railway Men. 


The Transportation Club of Atlanta 
was organized at a meeting of railway 
men held at 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon in the committee room of the 
Southeastern Freight. Association, 444 
Equitable building. 

The meeting was quite an enthusiastic 
one. About thirty representative railway 
men of the city were present and all 
expressed a great desire for the organi- 
zation of such a club. 


Sam F. Parrott, chairman of the South- 
eastern Freight Association, was made 
chairman of the meeting. Starr Keal- 


hofer, commercia] agent for the Monon, 
was elected secretary. 


Letters were read from a number of 
prominent railway men who were un- 
able to attend the meeting expressing 
regret at the necessity of their being ab- 
sent from the meeting and assuring 
those present that they were in full 
Sympathy with the movement. 

Only preliminary arrangements for the 
formation of the club were made. but 
frem the enthusiasm shown by those 
in the meeting the ultimate perfection of 
the organization was assured, 

A committee, consisting of Commercial 
Agent D. W. Appler, of the Central of 
Georgia; Auditor F. A. Healy, of the 
Atlanta and West Point; Commercial 
Agent E. A. Peeples, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis; Traveling 
Passenger Agent C. C. Johnston, of the 
Southern, and Chairman H. W. Woolf, 
of the southern weighing and inspection 
bureau, was appointed to make an in- 
vestigation into the matter of securing 
suitable quarters for the club with par- 
ticular regard to the expense that would 
be incurred. 

A committee consisting of General 
Agent J. N. Merrill. of the Burlington;

this question. 

“I do not think that since the time the 
devil took charge of Job that anybody’s 
patience has been as much exercised as 
have the people of this city about the 
depot question. I go to the carshed oc- 
casionally to take a train and I tell you 
it takes an experienced guide to find the 
car that you want to get on. It isa dis- 
grace to a ciyilized community as the 
matter now stands. Now we have borne 
it fur five years, ana not one word has 
come from this council except On one 
occasion three years ago, when, in Mayor 
Woodward's term of office, they tried to 
have something done, but they didn’t get 
anything done then. 

“All that I see that is asked here 1s 
that we wait awhile longer and see what 
they are going to do about detailed draw- 
ings, etc. JI have studied with interest 
the report of Bradford _L._ Gilbert, the 
architect, whom I now learn was. em- 
ployed by this commission to draw plans 
for this depot. I have sukmitted the 
matter to Mr. Clayton, the city engineer, 
and asked him if these reports that have 
been gotten up by the state board and 
the Central road are correct, and he «ells 
me that they are based on caloulations 
that are in his office. I asked him some 
questions about these plans, and he an- 
swered me as well as he could. Some of 
the questions that ne could answer. 

“Now I want to go into it a little in 
detail, because I do not think there is 
one man in ten thousand that under- 
stards what they propose to do there, 
and whether the site suggesied is done 
on the state’s property. In this report 
there is only 48 per cent of the ground 
telonging to the state that is to be used 
fur a new depot; they want to take the 
balance from the city of Atlanta to build 
a depot that the architect has outlined 
here, and I tell you if this city council 
permits it to be done there will be euch a 
how] in this town that we will never hear 
the end of it. 

“In the first place, Mr, Gilbert was 
authorized by that state commission to 
investigate the matter, and I will read 
you his reply to the commission: 

“*Ag requested by your commission, 
and in accordance with our agreement on 
March 15, I have prepared such prelimi- 
nary study, calculations,. estimates, etc., 
as are necessary to inform myself.’ 

“Now he has informed himself, Brad- 
ford L. Gilbert, to enable me to arriv@at 
a definite opinion as to whether or not 
it is feasible to constru-§ a union pas- 
senger station on your. state property 
along Wall street in Atlanta sufficient to 
accommodate the railroad station at that 
point and furnish you a written opinion 
of my. conclusion. 

‘The commission employed this archi- 
tect foy the purpose of finding out wheth- 
er or not a depot could be constructed 
upon that ground, :the state’s property, 
sufficient to accommodate all require- 
ments. He accepted that duty, whether or 
not he could take the state’s property 
and build a depot that would accommo- 
date. the ‘one hundted and sixteen trains 
that go in and out of the carshed every 
day. That is what he agreed to do. Tne 
state commission agreed to pay. $1,000, and 
I understand ,they advanced him $500 
and if any commission ever bought a gold 
brick, they did so. 

Some Inconveniences. 

“But now this architect proposes, In the 
first place, to start by digging a cellar 
480 feet long, between Whitehall street 
and Loyd street. 10 feet below the grade 
basement of’ the Kimball house. He pro- 
poses to raise the Whitehall street via- 
duct 7 feet, and he says. he is going to 
do that without interfering with the 
sidewalk. That is what I cannot under- 
stand. He propeses to raise Broad street 
bridge, and he also proposes to cut down 
Loyd street about 6 feet. He proposes 
to take 52 per cent of other people’s 
property, and yet they pay this man $1,000 
to do that kind of work. There is not an 
architect in the state of Georgia who, 
if vou would let him. go as deep as he 
wants and take as much of anybody’s 
property as he wants, would not do that 
for $300. 

‘When you reach the waiting room of 
the depot and want to get on a train, you 
have. got to go up 17 feet before you 
reach a car. The architect requires in 
his plans that there shall be stairways 
with thirty stene There is to be a 
baggage room in each end of the depot, 
so as to accommodate the trains that 
come in from the east on one end, and 
those from the west on the other end. 
This room must be artificially lMghted, 
and artificially ventilated, and you might 
as well undertake to build a cellar in 
the Okefenokee swamp as to .build one 
there and not have water in it. 

‘‘He proposes to have a platform sepa- 
rating each track 5 feet 6 inches apart, 
with these tracks elevated 17 feet. He 
proposes to arrange one stairway on one 
side fcr passengers, to go up on, and one 
for them to go down on. If they do 
that, they will have a platform of 21-2 
feet. There is not a depot in the United 
States that has a platform less than 19 
feet, and some of them are 22 feet. 

“This is the kind of plan this architect 
has submitted for the railroads to ac- 
cept, and they are mad because it is not 
accepted. He Wants to get his $500. I 
tell you, gentlemen, that matter won't 
bear the criticism. of any architect in 
this state. I have not found a railroad 
man, not even the president of the Geor- 
gia railroad, who says it will do at all. 
All of them say that it will not begin to 
do. A gentleman of intelligence told me 
this morning fhat he thought Sam 
Spencer had employed this man to kill 
the whole thing, and I have never heard 
from anybody as able an argument (7) 
as has been made by Mr. Bradford Gil- 
bert why the depot ought not to be built 
on that spot. It will convince a fool, 
(Laughter.) 

“You have got to go up these thirty 
steps before you can reach a train, and 
when you reach your destination you 
have got to slide down the best you can 
between the crowds that you find there. 
Now, suppos2 a man comes in nere from 
New York, and he wants to go down to 
Madison, Ga. His baggage is taken off 
at one end of the depot, and he must foot 
it 480 feet on fat ground floor, cross 
Pryor street with his baggage, which he 
must carry up 17 feet before he can have 
it checked. We think the condition fs bad 
now, but it woutd kill us if we aad to 
go through all that. 

Must Raise Side Tracks. 

“Here is another thing: There are two 
tracks on the south side of this depot 
that belong to property holders. Those 
tracks have got to come up or a levei 
with the depot, because you can’t cross 
under them with Pryor street as it is. 
Every business man who bas a side track 
there will have to raise that track to the 
second story of his house. If he receives 
a car load of goods, it will be in’ the 
second story; if he wishes to ship a car 
lead of goods, he will have ta lift it up 
17 feet. I asked the engineer this morn- 
ing if these measurements were correct, 
and he said they were. 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, as the _ state 
owns the property there, it is for the 
state, and nct us, to give consent for 
the erection of & de and, if forced to 
do so, I will make otion that this 
council ask the rail commission to 
put a stop to this ro 2d to give us a 
ve a dozen 
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street belong to the city of Atlanta. Now 
they say that they might possibly con- 
demn it. Well, that has been tried be- 
fore. .The city is not going to give up 
what she owns on Wall street unles3 
every property owner consents to give up 
Pryor street, and I do not believe there 
are a dozen men in this town who will 
permit them to raise that viaduct 3 feet, 
let alone 7. 

“Mr. Gilbert just shows us the hole in 
the ground, elevates one street and pro- 
poses to close two more, and simply for 
the purpose of saying. that he has solved 
the problem. 

“The lessees of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad are getting about $60,000 
out of the situation—enough to pay two 
months’ rent of that road. They do not 
want to give it up, and they are going to 
keep this thing in a muss until we take 
some stand about it. I do not believe that 
we ought to be_held up here by the eye- 
tids for the purpose of paying their 
rental, The Southern railroad pays them 
$22,500 annually for the use of the tracks 
and the Seaboard Afr Line also pays 
them a good rental. I do not blame them 
for that, but I do not believe in letting 
them do that until they get to the end of 
their lease, and I do not propose to let 


them do it. I want this thing settled, and [ 


I take it if we pass a resolution here ask- 
ing the railroad commission to give us 
better depot facilities and notify them 
that it is their duty to build a new depot 
that we will get it. Nobody has intro- 
duced a resolution to require these rail- 
roadg to build a depot. They say, ‘Don’t 
interfere with them.’ 

*‘We should have the proper accomo- 
dations that the city of Atlanta is en- 
titled to. The city of Atlanta furnishes 
the railroads with 4 per cent of the com- 
merce they enjoy in the state of Georgia, 
and we are entitled to some rights, io 
say what we shall have and what shall 
be done with it. I do not think we should 
have to thrash this thing out every aix 
months and refer it to a commission, and 
then send up*to New York and get a man 
to draw a plan who makes such a propo- 
sition as this man has made. I do not 
believe there is a man on that commission 


| who believes those plans can be adopted. 


They do not ask us whether these plans 
can be adopted. The governor asks us: 
‘Are you willing to give up that land?— 
land which belongs to us, and I am in- 
formed is worth $250,000 today. We do 
not want to give away our property; we 
are too poor to give it away. 

‘“‘We have been hopped upon by every 
little demagogue in the state that the city 
of Atlanta wants the state to build a de- 
pot. I believe that three-fourths of the 
people in this town are of the opinion 
that the present site is not the proper 
place to build a depot. 

‘“‘Now, what sort of an appearance 
would a depot built there make? They 
would leave 2 feet to Wall street, in- 
cluding the sidewalk, and then you woutd 
not have room enough left in there to cuss 
a cat. (Laughter.) 

“They say the property owners have all 
consented. Well, I am yet to meet the 
first man that has consented to it, and if 
he does, I think he will bounce himself 
when he finds it out. 

“The Seaboard Air’ Line proposes to 
run a road into Atlanta from Birming- 
ham and surveys have already been 
made. The Marietta and North Georgia 
may want to come and other roads will 
come into Atlanta, as we are not grown 


yet. ‘ 

“This architect says that this proposed 
depot will only do for twenty years, and 
I think he has overestimated it. Now, 


I do not have any idea that-the state is | 


going to build: there, and so far as I am 
concerned, T am not Willing to close up 
those streets until we get enough to pay 
for the damages that We will incur. 

‘On the qu@gstion of stairways he says: 
‘The stairways leading from the waiting 
room running up to thése platforms, 9 
feet by 6 as shown, Being 4 feet wide, 
while being excéedingty narrow for a 
modern structure of this character, are 
as wide as the narrow platform’ wil] al- 


low.’ 


“That will not give’you enough room 
for the crowds that will go there. 

“It does seem to me that this man 
has one wild on the subject of steps. 
We do not want to go up steps when we 
have got. plenty of land laying around 


here that tis just as good as t 

site for building a éenot. i tb 
“The governor seems to only ask us 

whether or not we are willing to give up 

that land. We are not willing to close 

up those streets, or to give up that land, 

or to raise up those bridges.” 


Woodward Speaks. 

Alderman Woodward then made a talk 
in which he said the state was trying to 
throw the burden upon the city and make 
it appear that Atlanta had killed the 
depot. 

He sald: 


“Mr. Chairman: I think that possibly 
while I should vote for the resolution 
still I have never taken a stand in re- 
gard to this matter. I do not Ghink it 
has ever been put in the proper shape. 
It 1s evident now that the state au- 
thorities know that they cannot build 
a depot on the present depot sites There 


is no question about that, but they . 


have not got the manliness to SAY so. 
Mr. Spencer did not want to meet the 
state and say to them that they could 
not build it, but he had to come and 
tell them that if they could do it, he 
would agree to do so and so. Fle knew 
they could not do it. Now’ they are 
trying to make the city of Atlanta say 
‘you cannot do it.’ 

“To build that depot under the plans 
of Gilbert simply means the reconstruc- 
tion of Whitehall street and the same 
condition of things on Broad street. We 
have nearly a million dollars of buildings 
going up on Whitehall street from Ala- 
bama over to Marietta. The people along 
these streets d@émand that we should 
say to the people of Georgia that ‘you 
shall not come in here and re-grade these 
thoroughfares.’ 

‘These are the people I am going 
to see shal! not be interfered with any 
further. They have been knocked out 
of business and have had to go to the 
expense of erecting those fine buildings, 
and now to tell them that they have 
got to go to the state of Georgia and 
stand a suit for damages to get money to 
do i tagain—I am not going to sit here 
and let the matter pass by. 

“If the state had come up here and 
showed us that they did not intend to 
raise these bridges, ard that they wanted 
Wall street, we might have given them 
some of it. I voted at one time to give 
them part of it, but I wouldn’t give them 
all of it. We would have sent this whole. 
communication. back to Governor Cand- 
ler and said: ‘Yay give us some de- 
tails,’ and they wouldn't have com@ 
back at all, 

“The railroads are going to build a 
depot somewhere, and here I want to 
say that I hope Georgia will get her 
fill of such men as Joe Hall.
